Optional costs included a name 
plate for $5, a Spring Supplement for $10, and a clear dust cover for $5 each. 


Theme 


The Yearbook Staff all agreed on a retro diner theme. The name of the 
book was announced at the Senior Assembly. The title is "NBHS Diner: A 
Little Taste of a Big Place" and all ideas were voted on by our staff. 


Staff 


Our staff consisted of 21 members including two editors-in-chief, 
one business manager, a secretary, and four section editors. Also, 
production was run by our co-advisers, Ms.Oliveira and Ms. Langis. 


The Details 


The book was printed on Bordeuax Special paper and is 9 x 12 inches.
